MADXIU, November 4.—From Boo, a 


a village near Santandor, capital of the 
province of that name, comes a frightful 
story of explosion, fire, 
havoc and 


death. 


The steamer Cado Muchicaco, loaded 


with dynamite, caught fire, and while a 
large crowd of citizens were engaged in 
lighting the flames a ter.ible explosion 
occurred, killing many and spreading 
fire throughout the city. 


A thousand people were killed. 
It is said the whole city is likely to bo 


destroyed and its population of over 
80,000 rendered homeless. A dreadful 
panic prevailed on all sides. Engines 
from many points arrived, making a de- 
termined stand against the llames. 


All those on board or near the dyna- 


mite steamer and all tiiose on board the 
tug boat alongside her as well as the 
ollicers and crew of the transatlantic 
liner Alphoirzo, were killed by the ex- 
plosion. The body of the civil governor 
was recovered, as well as the bodies of a 
number of other olliciuls. Among those 
reported killed is Marquis Pombo.

sent to Santander. Hundreds of doctors 
are already at work. Troops sent to the 
spot are also rendering great service in 
blowing up buildings across the path- 
way of the (lames and the districts are 
still threatened witli conflagration. No 
dclinate estimate of tlie loss of life lias 
been received up to the hour this dis- 
piuch was sent, but there has yet been 
no denial of the statement made in 
private and other dispatches to the cf- 
icct that the death list will be figured 
by thousands instead of hundreds.

There is no excuse for any man or se 


of men lo thus jeopardize the existence 
of the established industries, and at th 
same time the adventure of others to b 
yet made, when it can ho so easily 
avoidetl and absolute security and un- 
limited supply by utilizing other nat- 
ural sources guaranteed.

aylvanla was passed to meet decisions 
of tho courts, which, pursuing their 
usual custom of very strict constructions 
on that subject, had largely neutralized 
tho apparent intent of previous legisla- 
tion, as well as to meet the demand for 
lurger freedom over thuir t^lute* by 
married women. Tho act provides Uii.t 
married women may have the same 
right and power as an umn.irried ]«r- 
aon to acquire, use, luaso and dispose of 
property, but sho may not mortgage or 
convey her real estate unless her husband 
joins. She may alao mako any contract 
?•: writing or otherwise which is iicces- 
^rily appropriate, convenient or advan- 
tageous to tho exercise or enjoyment of 
her rights of property, but eho may uot 
Become accommodation iudorser, juakcr, 
'guarantor or surety for another. 
.' She may sue and be sued civilly, but 
she may not sue her husband except for 
divorce or to protect or recover her sep- 
arate property when deserted or refused 
support, and he may fine her for divorce 
or to protect or recover his property 
when deserted by her, but sho shall not 
be arrested for her torts. In suits be- 
tween husband and wifo both shall be 
competent witnesses, but cannot testify 
to the confidential communications un- 
less by agreement. Sho may dispose by 
will of all her property, but tho hus- 


and's right as tenant by courtesy shall 
ot be affected.

Ho was 
tho inhuman brute who butchered Cap- 
tain Crabb and his parly at Caborica in 
1850. At that time General Pcsqueira 
was governor of Sonora and vras very 
unsatisfactory to tbo masses. To hold 
on ho inaugurated a revolution and sur- 
rounded himself with somo of tho most 
bloodthirsty villains in the slato, Gabi- 
londo being one ot Iho leaders. 


Captain Crabb lived in California, hut

Tho story 
Is that through her Governor Pes- 
quoira induced Crabb to raise r, com- 
mand of Americans to go into Sonorn 
and assist him III gaining a victory over 
tho opposition. Captain Crabb raised a 
party, tending u portion by water to 
Libertnd, on tho gulf of California, and 
with about 100 mounted men ciw«e across 
tho country, expecting to join tho others 
on the gulf coast. Soon nfler be got on 
the field Pesqncirn crushed his foes, and 
knowing that ho would bo severely crit- 
icised for calling Americans to his n.d 
denied linvliignnytliing to do with bring- 
ing Crabh and his nicn into the country. 
Ho cent Gabilondo aud his battalion to 
escort Crabb ami his party Track on Amer- 
ican soil. 
In the meantime Crabb had started 


back, but was overtaken by Gabilondo 
and his troops at Caborica. 
Without 


warning the latter opened fire on Crnbb's 
party, and a brisk fight took place, sev- 
eral being killed on each side. Crabb 
and his men took shelter in tho old 
church, and though largely in the mi- 
nority mado it warm for Gabilondo. 
Finally the latter under cover of n Hag 
of tmco proposed that it the Americans 
would lay down their arms ho would 
peaceably escort them to the American

Goverimiuiii, Tcilwcruins* 


An arrangement has been entered into 


between tho postmaster general of :tho 
"United States in relation to the trans- 
mission of government telegraphic mes- 
sages. There has been a disagreement aa 
to rates, and in consequence no settle- 
ment made. Tho telegraph companies, 
however, received and transmitted all 
government business, depending on fu- 
ture adjustment. The rates now agreed 
to are 20 cents for 20 words or lesa for 
1,000 miles or fraction thereof, with an 
addition i, i, t and 1 cent per word for 
all over 20 words, increasing at tho rate 
of each COO miles, np to 40 conte. But no 
message of 20 words ia to be more than 
40 cents. No additional word ia to bo 
more than 2 cents Cor any distance np to 
3,000 miles.— Kalamazoo Telegraph,
